To prevent it happening 
is not only a question of justice; it is 
one of commonsense.” ~~ : 
So declared S. L. Loewes, chief 
adviser to the Director General of the 
Food and Agriculture Organization, 
Sir John Orr, in addressing the Inter- 
national Agricultural Conference here 
in the historic Church House at West- 
minster where the British Parliament 
met in days of péril. Mr. Loewes, 
who spoke as the representative of 
Sir John, who at the beginning of the 
conference was attending the meeting 
of FAO in the United States, is’also a 
representative from the Netherlands. 
On motion of H. H. Hannam, head of 
the Canadian delegation, seconded by 
a New Zealand representative, Mr. 
Loewes was elected Vice-Chairman of 
the Conference, of which James Turner, 
President of the National Farmers’ 
Union of the United Kingdom, was 
unanimously elected chairman. —

Consider Extending Services to 
World’s Food and Agriculture 
Organization—Interna- 
tional Body

OTTAWA, June 5th.—Canada has 
sent a delegation of six upper bracket 
agricultural experts to the meetings 
of the Imperial Agricultural Bureaux 
Review Conference in London, Oxford 
and Cambridge. 

Cover Wide Range 

This conference, which meets from 
June 17th to July 24th and which is 
the first to be held since 1936, reviews 
the accomplishments of agricultural 
research and acts as a clearing house 
of information. The Bureaux, which 
were founded in 1927, cover the 
widest ranges of studies in agricultural 
science. Each bureau publishes a 
journal and’ special bulletins covering 
the advances in all branches of the 
science of agriculture.and the coming 


conference will discuss extending these | 


services to the Food and Agriculture 
Organization, which aims at improving 
food standards throughout the world. 

The Canadian delegation, which is 
under the chairmanship of Dr. E. S. 
Archibald, Director of Dominion Ex- 
perimental Farms, consists also of 
Dr. J. H. Craigie, Associate Director, 
Science Service; B. Davis, Do- 
minion Horticulturist; Dr. C. A. 
Mitchell, Associate Director of Science 
Service; Dr. T. M. Stevenson, Domin- 


ion Agrostologist, and H. L. True- 
man, Assistant to Director, Science 
Service. 


Evidence of Awakening 

This conference and the internation- 
al farm conference oh whose heels it 
followed, are evidence of the awaken- 
ing to a degree never before experi- 
enced in the world of an anti-famine 
conscience and the importance. of 
creating an international brotherhood 
of the producers of the world’s food. 

Canada’s contribution to the hungry 
of Europe and Asia is indicated in the 
rapid dwindling of the wheat surplus. 
On July 3lst, 1945, the carryover was 
258,000,000 bushels, and with the 
crop of 306,000,000 made the avail- 
able supply 564,000,000 bushels. From 
this have to be deducted 150,000,000 
bushels, an estimated amount for 
domestic uses and exports to April 
30th of 282,000,000, leaving a- balance 
on May Ist of 132,000,000 bushels. 
On the same date in 1945, the balance 
on hand was 404,000,000 bushels. If 
the exports in May, June and July 
average about the same as in April

This special number is~ devoted mainly to the 
observance of the Twenty-first Anniversary of the 
formation of the Central Alberta Dairy Pool. We

These were 
Australia, Belgium, Canada, Denmark, France, 
Luxembourg, the Netherlands, New Zealand, Nor- 
way, Rhodesia, the United Kingdom, the United 
The other 18 had observers present with 
rights of the floor. The voting basis of membership 
was the existence, in the nation concerned, of a 
national organization of bona fide agricultural 
producers. ‘This information we received from a 
bulletin issued by the secretary of the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture, Colin Groff. We have 
not yet learned, however, how many of the nations 
represented at the conference have become charter 
members of the I.F.A.P. |

Rt. Hon. Ernest Bevin, the British Foreign 
Secretary, told the conference: “I came to this 
great gathering of international co-operation with a 
feeling in my mind that if you meet and talk the 
same language, growing the same crops, having the 
same gamble with mother nature, having the same 
fight all over the world, then, out of the common 
instincts and the struggle you have to take part in 
day by day, you will cease to be 31 nations and 
become ‘one farmer all over the world.” 


The statement of the Canadian Federation of 
Agriculture presented by H. H. Hannam, set forth 
very clearly that the Federation, like the National 
Farmers’ Union of the United Kingdom, is “opposed 
to the return to the old cheap food policy.” Below 
cost-of-production prices caused farmers to go 


bankrupt, bringing unemployment in industry and 


stagnation in business. On the other hand, it was 
stated, Canadian farmers did not wish the impres- 
sion to go abroad that they were in favor of swinging 
to the other extreme of unduly high prices, or that 
they would’ wish to have the organized and united 
strength of the farmers of the world used selfishly 
to exploit consumers. They desired “a price policy

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The Hungry

THE WESTERN FARM LEADER 
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ANY of the 2,200,000,000 odd inhabitants of the earth are 
hungry most of the time.: Normally food production and 
consumption balance closely enough so that, in modern times 


at least, there have been only occasional famines. 


this balance. 
One Third of World’s Population 
Today hunger hangs over the homes 
of more than 800,000,000 people, 
over one-third of the people of the 


earth. Hunger is something that we 
know little of in North America. It 
carries disorders and _ paralyzes_ all 


government, is more destructive than 


armies, not only in human life but in 
morals; and it brings not only suffer- 
ing and sorrow, but fear and terror. 
All of the values of right living melt 
before its invasions and every gain of 
civilization crumbles. 

Right now the world food situa- 
tion is at its most critical stage. 
It will be several months yet before 
new harvests are available. Re- 
serves are melting fast, and the 
situation in Europe is serious. 
At least 150,000,000 people on that 
continent are facing actual star- 
vation. : 

Gap of 300 Million 
The needs of importing countries 
in regard to wheat are placed at 1,200 
million bushels for the year, and only 
900 million are available, leaving a 
gap of 300 million. There is a serious 
shortage of rye and rice, and also of 
fats. At least 20 pounds of fat per 
erson per year is needed to maintain 
ealth. In Poland people are allowed 
3.3 pounds a year, and in Italy 4.8.

Editor’s Note: The above is the 
title of an address which Mr. Nesbitt 
gave last week before the Knights 
of the Round Table in Calgary 
supported, as always, by much 
information drawn from his wide 
statistical background. This article 
contains the essence of his thesis. 


In Canada and the United States we 
eat from 40 to 50 pounds of fat a year. 

At least 2,200 calories per person 
per day are required to maintain 
health. There are 150 million people 
in Europe whose daily food intake in 
caloric values is below 1,800. 

The food shortage was anticipated 
as early as a year ago, but authorities 
outside of Europe did not realize how 
bad the situation would become. 
During the war very little accurate 
information on conditions in Europe 
was available. Then the German 


armies, in their dying struggles, 
wrought. extensive destruction and 
depredations. 


Among the difficulties which have 
developed on the continent of Europe 
are: the destruction of railway equip- 
ment, making it difficult to transport 
food; the reluctance of farmers to sell 
precious food for useless paper money; 
the disappearance of livestock; the 
destruction of farm equipment, and 
neglect of the soil, resulting in small 
crops; the lack of fertilizers and effi- 
cient farm help; very poor wheat and 
rye crops in 1945. 

Our Duty Is Clear 

Here in North America we have no 
idea of what a famine means. Canada 
and the United States have never been 
short of food. It is our duty to do 
everything possible to help save the 
starving millions in other countries. 
It is probably true that there has been 
mismanagement in food distribution 
and that political activities have, to 
some extent, interfered with a fair 
division. But these matters are only 
incidental in the larger picture of 
continent-wide hunger. 

In those areas of Germany occupied 
by the British and Americans, hunger 
is most intense. While the Germans 
caused the world tremendous suffer- 
ing, we, as a people, are not inclined 
to visit vengeance on women and 
children. 

_ Unfortunately, bad crops in Argen- 
tina, Australia and other food export- 
ing countries, outside of North Am- 


erica, have resulted in diminished 
world supplies. The world’s food 
surplus. is in North America. Our 


duty is plain. 
to the limit, avoid all wastage, restrict 
our consumption, i 
pound of food we can spare to the 
starving people of other countries.

A Short Sketch of the History of the Pool 


With Particular Reference to Early Trials and

The Initial Step 


The initial start towards forming 
a Pool was taken at the suggestion of 
the U.F.A. Locals around Alix. The

diatcly to secure a sign-up towards 
thid end. A _ provisional Board of 
Directors was appointed in 1924 from 
territory tributary to Alix to get the 
organization moving. Meetings were 
held throughout the district as well 
as other means to secure signatures to 
the “Blue” contract. By the end of 
the year only some 150 or so had 
signed up. The territory was divided 
into seven districts; ballots were sent 
out to those who signed up and in this 
way the first permanent Board of 
Directors was elected. This Board 
was called together and set about the 
task of getting the Pool in operation. 

An agreement was drawn up between 
Mr. Larsen and the Central Alberta 
Dairy Pool as it was then named, that 
set out the particulars of manufacture 
and sale of the Pool butter only, at 
cost; all profits of other than Pool 
Cream to be retained by Mr. Larsen. 


Historic Date, March 2nd, 1925 

The directors set the date of March 
2nd (the first being Sunday) 1925, 
as the date on which to start manu- 
facturing butter for the members of 
the Pool. About this time the United 
Farmers of Alberta were organizing a 
Cream Pool over the entire Province. 
This caused considerable confusion in 
the sign-up in our territory, but this 
was easily overcome. In those days 
the spread between butterfat and 
butter was large and profits accord- 
ingly so. Final Payments were made 
to all members at the end.of the year, 
and a considerable amount was placed 
in reserve. A great increase in mem- 
bership followed and volume increased; 


so much that we began to find it 


difficult to sell all our butter in Van- 
couver, our logical market. The 
Board of Directors felt compelled to 
open up a sales agency for our own 
protection in that Coastal city. In 
doing so, much opposition was en- 
countered, but we finally made the 
grade at considerable cost. This sales 
agency was later abandoned, when our 
products were well advertised and sold 
readily without the assistance of the 


agency. 
fter four years of successful 
operations, the -Board decided to 
take up the option of purchase of 
the Alix plant as incorporated in

Editor’s Note: 


After serving, during the 35 years he spent as Librarian of 


the Calgary Public Library, a community actually much wider than that of the 


city, Mr. Calhoun retired some months ago to enjoy well earned leisure. 


Our 


observation, however, has been that in Mr. Calhoun’s vocabulary ‘leisure’ and 
“intensive activity’? are practically synonymous terms, and that since his ‘‘retire- 
ment” he has been so deeply engrossed in public. spirited endeavors of a voluntary 
sort—especially in the fields of organization and speaking—that he is just as busy 


as ever he was.

Possibilities of Unified Service 

Everywhere we talked to groups of

Magnificent Inland Empire 


In the course of our journey we saw 
a great portion of the Peace country. 
And a magnificent country it is, a 
great inland empire where the saga 
of pioneering has again been repeated 
in the early years of the 20th century. 
Everywhere one saw spots. where 
some of the first hardy pioneers had 
homesteaded, and their abandoned 
cabins told an eloquent story of 
struggle. Doubtless many of the 
owners had found their last resting 
place on the battlefields of Europe 
in the first Great War. But far more 
striking were the wide areas of superb 
wheatlands, dotted with fine homes 
and buildings. And the new green 
of the springing wheat made~one think 
of the paeee folk in far off Europe 
whom these acres would feed and 
save. 

An Especially Vivid Picture 


One picture remains especially vivid 
in memory, the ferry crossing of the 
great Peace River at Dunvegan. 
The river was high, much heavy 
driftwood was coming down the swiftly- 
flowing stream as tne ferryman skil- 
fully guided our craft to miss the 
drifters. The time was early evening 
of a warm summer day. Beauty of 
hills, of sky, and water was all shout 
us, and historic old Dunvegan dreamed 
away by the river bank. 

But Eeaniitel and absorbing a8 is 
the scenic charm of this great country, 
which gave one a fresh conception of 
the magnitude of Canada, it is of 
the warm hearted, kindly folk who 
live there that I think first. Perhaps 
I am glamorizing, but it seemed to 
me that these people had a fine free 
democracy born of common endeavor, 
something, no doubt, natural to a 
country still so close to pioneer days. 
Long may they cherish and keep it!

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HONEY PRICES 
Wholesale ceiling prices covering both Canadian and imported honey went 
up one cent a pound on April 10. The price increase was to offset the 
higher cost of packaged bees due to loss of subsidy. It will involve an in- 
crease of 1 cent tol cents taal pound in retail prices. (The ceiling on comb 


honey has not been changed and is 40 cents per standard wooden section 
of 444 by 434 or 4 by 5 inches). 

A producer is not permitted to charge for deliveries to customers within 
15 miles of his farm. On sales from his farm, the ceilings are f.o.b. his 
farm; if from a public market, they are f.o.b. market; and if deliveries are 
by rail or other public means of transportation, f.o.b. shipping point. 
Invoices must be kept available for inspection for one year. On sales to the 
trade, they must show the kind of honey, size and kind of container and 
quantity by weight. When in case lots, instead of weight, they should 
state the number of cases and the number of containers in each case. 

In sales by bulk, the customer must either supply his own containers or 
return the containers to the seller. 


NEW POTATO PRICES 


Throughout Canada, prices for new potatoes will differ little from 1945 
prices. This year’s price will be the schedule price at the two basing points, 
#.¢e., Harrow, Ontario, and Vancouver, British Columbia, plus transportation 
costs to distributing centres which are limited to whichevée is the lower 
cost from either of the two basing points. The maximum allowance of 40 
cents per hundredweight no longer applies. 

Importations from the United States will be under specific import permit, 
subject to approval by the Wartime Food Corporation. These approvals, 
for the present, will be limited to areas where there is a lack of supplies 
for consumer needs. 


CATTLE SLAUGHTER QUOTAS 


Concurrent with the introduction of meat rationing 
on September 10 last, slaughter quotas on cattle were 
suspended until further notice, thus enabling the holder 
of a slaughter permit to slaughter all the cattle needed 
for his requirements. This ruling is still in effect. 

The permit holder is, however, required to make a 
monthly report showing all livestock (including cattle) slaughtered by or 
for him, and to collect and surrender the valid documents and meat ration 
coupons, required by the Board, covering these sl aughterings, 


STRAWBERRY AND RASPBERRY CEILINGS 


There will be no ceilings on fresh strawberries and raspberries this season. 
Strawberry and raspberry jam is still under price control. 


BEEKEEPERS 


Beekeepers who produce honey for sale are divided into two groups for the 
purpose of registry and reports of production and sales—namely, those who 
operate 20 or more colonies, and those who operate less than 20 colonies. 
(a) Beekeepers who operate 20 or more colonies should register with a 
branch of the Ration Administration in their territory and report their 
production and sales monthly on Form RB-165. They are no longer 
required to operate dealers’ sugar coupon bank accounts unless they 
are engaged in the retail or wholesale trade, and handle preserves 

in the ordinary course of business. 
(b) Beekeepers who produce honey for sale but 
operate Jess than 20 colonies, are required to 
register with their respective Local Ration 
Boards and report monthly on Form RB-61. 
These forms are the usual primary producers’ 
envelopes. In this envelope all sugar coupons, 
urchase vouchers and other valid ration 
ocuments received by them from the sale of 
honey during the month covered by the 

report should be included. 

When a beckeeper is registered as a producer of honey only and has disposed 
of his total production for the season, he should notify his Local Ration 
Board to this effect. In that case it will not be necessary for him to report 
until the following season, which is approximately the last week of July. 


Sugar for Feeding 

Contrary to previous announcement, all beekeepers who require sugar for 
spring feeding of bees should apply to the Provincial Apiarist in their 
territory. 


COUPON BANK CHEQUES 


Delays and some confusion are caused by cheques carelessly written by 
dealers and primary producers who operate bank accounts. Cheques must 
be typed or written in ink, and the name and address of the bank must be 
shown. In addition to the signature, the name of the signer must be stamped, 
typed or printed in block letters, The person receiving the cheque, as a 
coupon payment, should make sure that the above requirements are ob- 
served when accepting it. 


IN-VALID COUPONS 
Butter coupons R1 to R9 inclusive, and meat coupon to M39 inclusive, 
are to be in-valid as of June 30 next. *‘Beaver’’ coupons for)/temporary ration- 
ing are not included. ”

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The Wheat Situation 
By LEONARD D. NESBITT, 
Superintendent of Publicity, 
Alberta Wheat Pool

‘Canada’s exports of wheat for the 
first nine months of the present crop 
year totalled 279,402,000 bushels. This 
is 80 million bushels ahead ‘of total 
exports for the same period in the 
1944-45 crop year. 

On May Ist Canadian wheat sup- 
plies available for export or carryover 
totalled 132.7 million bushels, com- 
pared with 403.6 millions on the same 
date a year previous. Exports for the. 
first nine months averaged 30 million 
bushels a month, but during March 
and April the average was only 20 
million a month. If the 20 million a 
month figure can be maintained during 
the last three months of the crop year, 
the carryover will be down to around 
72 million bushels as compared with 
258 million bushels on July 31, 1945. 

While there is a division of opinion, 
the majority of well-informed men 
believe the world wheat shortage will 
continue during the 1946-47 crop year. 
The United States is hopeful of pro- 
ducing a billion bushels of wheat this 
year, but it is away too early to make 
any predictions for Western Canada. 
The crop on the prairies has main- 
tained its condition fairly well in spite 
of a dry, windy spring. Its fate rests 
with the weather during the next 
month. 

It is seeding time in Argentina and 
Australia, harvesting coming in De- 
cember. In the former country, 
conditions for seed are said to be good, 
but there is a question as to what 
acreage will be seeded. The Argentine 
wheat price appears to be around 
$1.82 a bushel (Canadian money).

THE WESTERN FARM LEADER 


Brownlee Continues 
Canadian Delegation 
Overseas Narrative 


—_-———- -—- 


Arrival in England—Reception at 
Windsor—Formal Opening 
of Farm Conference | 


In our last issue, Mr. Brownlee 
described the assembling at Mon- 
treal of the Canadian delegation to 
the International Farm Conference, 
on the eve of their departure over- 
seas. In the airmail letter from 
which we quote below, he continues 
his most interesting narrative—from 
the time of the arrival of the party 
in England up to the opening days 
of the Conference. Some important 
addresses by leading delegates, 
also received from Mr. Brownlee, 
are reported elsewhere in this 
issue. 


—. ——_—_ —— 


LONDON, Eng. (by Airmail).— 
The main Canadian delegates arrived 
in England on the Aquitania on May 
9th, after a very pleasant voyage, 
having regard to the fact that all 
ships are still more or less on a war 
basis and not refitted for peacetime 
travel. The delegation was met at 
Southampton by the Mayor in his 
robes of office. His worship welcomed 
us to England. Representatives of the 
National Farmers’ Union also met us 
and facilitated our passage through 
Immigration and Customs. We 
reached London in the evening and 
had the week-end to register at the 
Head Office of the National Farmers’ 
Union at Bedford Square and at 
Canada House. The Union was 
splendidly equipped to take care of 
us, and arranged for our temporary 
national registration certificates and 
our ration books. 


Tour and Reception at Windsor 


On Monday: morning, May 13th, 
most of the delegation left for a five-day 
visit through England to see some- 
thing of English agriculture. I did not 
go on the tour as I had other business 
to look after. I understand, however, 
that they saw mainly the larger Eng- 
lish farms, but found these to be 
exceedingly well organized and equip- 
ped and a very intensified system of 
farming carried on. 

They returned on Friday, and on 
Saturday the entire delegation went 
to Windsor on five busses to the show 
farm of the Windsor Estates. There 
the King and Queen and two Princesses 
received us. ach delegate was intro- 
duced, after which the King and 
qunen took the party over the farm, 
showing us the various herds, barns 
and poultry. Later in the evening 
the party visited Eton College. 

The following Monday evening the 
National Farmers’ Union gave a 
qenqnet te all delegates at the Savoy 

otel. The feature of the occasion 
was an address by Hon. Ernest Bevin. 
The keynote of the address was the 
assistance which an international farm 
organization could be to F.A.O. (the 
Food and Agriculture Organization). 
This has been emphasized and re- 
peated by several speakers. 


Formally Opened, 


On Tuesday, May 21st, the Con- 
ference was formally opened with 31 
nations represented. he keynote of 
the Conference was sounded by James 
Turner of the National Farmers’ 
Union, in his address on being ap- 

ointed the Chairman of the Con- 
erence. So far there is complete 
unanimity as to the objective of an 
international farm organization, but 
there may be some differences of 


‘opinion as to the nature of it. Canada 


led the way in the discussion that 
followed.

A suggestion has been made.in the 
House of Commons that the Prairie 
Farm Rehabilitation Act should be 
extended to Eastern Canada. While 
the problem in the West is to increase 
water supply for the farms, the ques- 
tion in Nova Scotia is. to drain marsh 
lands and increase their fertility.
